Vast Sums Spent For 


Good Roads In U. S. 
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Three Quarter* Of A 


Billion Being Ex- 


peftded in 1922. 


(By Untied Press.) 


Washington. Nov. 4—Nearly three 


quarter, of a billion dollars are be- 
f*g expended on "good roads" thru- 
oat tho country during the present 


according to the Bureau of 
Roads of the Department of 


Agriculture. Estimates made by the 
bureau, admittedly incomplete, place 
the probable total at $742,000,000. 


This vast sum, amounting to well 


over three Quarters of the pre-war 
national debt of the United States, is 
being -spread over highway construc- 
tion of three types; that built with 
federal aid, under legfslation enacted 
years iigo by Congress; that financed 


built by states alone, and that 
by municipal units, 
indepent 


federal or state aid. 
Roads constructed with federal aid 


'are becoming an increasingly large 
factor in the country's good -roads 
'development, the Bureau reports. 
During the past fiscal year over 10,- 
000 miles of fdeeralry-aided road con- 
struction were completed, raising the 
total of federally-aided roads in the 
countrj from 7,500 miles to 17,700 
miles. An additional 14,600 
miles 


are under construction, estimated by 
the Bvu«au to average 56 percent of 
completion.

Washington. Nov. 4—Nearly three 


quarter, of a billion dollars are be- 
f*g expended on "good roads" thru- 
oat tho country during the present 


according to the Bureau of 
Roads of the Department of 


Agriculture. Estimates made by the 
bureau, admittedly incomplete, place 
the probable total at $742,000,000. 


This vast sum, amounting to well 


over three Quarters of the pre-war 
national debt of the United States, is 
being -spread over highway construc- 
tion of three types; that built with 
federal aid, under legfslation enacted 
years iigo by Congress; that financed 


built by states alone, and that 
by municipal units, 
indepent 


federal or state aid. 
Roads constructed with federal aid 


'are becoming an increasingly large 
factor in the country's good -roads 
'development, the Bureau reports. 
During the past fiscal year over 10,- 
000 miles of fdeeralry-aided road con- 
struction were completed, raising the 
total of federally-aided roads in the 
countrj from 7,500 miles to 17,700 
miles. An additional 14,600 
miles 


are under construction, estimated by 
the Bvu«au to average 56 percent of 
completion.
